Regarding claim 1, 5 and 8 (and dependent claims 2-4, 7): 
The claimed structure of a printed circuit board wherein the first area carrying 
input circuit component separated by a channel shape recess, wherein the channel 
shape recess extend beyond a moisture-impervious barrier layer which underlies the 
first area of the board and the channel shaped recess and the first area are filled and 
enclosed by a moisture impermeable sealing material, has not been disclosed by the 
prior art alone or in combination. 
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Regarding claim 6: 

The claimed structure of a printed circuit board wherein the first area carrying 
input circuit component separated by a channel shape recess, wherein the channel 
shape extend at least as far as a moisture-impervious barrier layer which underlies the 
first area of the board and the channel shaped recess and the first area are filled and 
enclosed by a moisture impermeable sealing material, and the wall of the printed circuit 
board bordering the channel shape recess coated with a metal alloy coating, has not 
been disclosed by the prior art alone or in combination.
